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PREFACE 

THE  129th  General  Assembly  of  The  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  meeting  at 
Dallas,  Texas,  in  a  solemn  and  impressive  service  held  on 
Monday  afternoon.  May  21,  1917,  placed  the  entire  re- 
sources of  the  Church  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government 
in  carrying  on  the  present  war.  A  National  Service  Com- 
mission was  appointed  and  instructed  to  call  upon  any  or 
all  of  the  agencies  and  resources  of  the  Church  for  their 
help  in  the  present  crisis. 

The  Commission  has  undertaken  a  comprehensive  work 
covering  every  phase  of  the  national  and  international 
situation  in  which  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  may  properly 
be  engaged.  One  of  its  tasks  is  to  follow,  with  its  special 
interest,  the  sons  of  the  Church  who  may  have  enhsted  as 
soldiers  and  sailors.  The  Commission,  therefore,  has  au- 
thorized, through  the  loyal  cooperation  of  the  Board  of 
Pubhcation  and  Sabbath  School  Work,  the  pubHcation  of 
this  abridgment  of  the  Book  of  Common  Worship.  It 
is  hoped  and  beheved  that  this  already  approved  volume 
will  find  a  worthy  place  in  camp  and  field  and  on  ship- 
board, in  supplying  definite  spiritual  needs  on  the  part  of 
enhsted  men  and  in  furnishing  suitable  material,  including 
an  appropriate  form  of  worship,  to  those  who  are  engaged 
in  special  rehgious  work  for  the  men. 

To  the  authorized  Book  of  Common  Worship  the  words 
of  a  few  appropriate  hymns  have  been  added,  as  well 
as  some  additional  prayers  suitable  for  the  soldier  and 
the  sailor. 

This  book  is  sent  forth  with  the  prayer  of  the  National 
Service  Commission  that  its  pages  may  be  the  means  of 
guidance,  strength,  comfort,  hope,  and  everlasting  life  to 
those  who  read  them.

Not  unto  those  who  live  will- 
ingly in  transgression  and  offenses,  holding  fellowship  with 
hatred,  maUce,  or  impurity;  nor  unto  those  who  cherish 
pride  and  self-righteousness  in  their  hearts,  trusting  se- 
cretly in  their  own  works  and  merits,  are  these  benefits  of 
Christ  offered.  But  all  that  are  truly  sorry  for  their  sins 
and  would  be  deUvered  from  the  burden  of  them,  all  that 
humbly  put  their  trust  in  Christ,  and  desire  His  grace  that 
they  may  lead  a  holy  Ufe,  are  invited  and  encouraged  in 
His  Name  to  come  to  this  Sacrament.  Let  us  therefore  so 
come  that  we  may  find  refreshing  and  rest  unto  our  souls.

When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for  iniquity, 
thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away  Hke  a  moth: 
surely  every  man  is  vanity. 

Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  m^^  cry; 
hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears:  for  I  am  a  stranger  with 
thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

O  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength:  before  I  go 
hence,  and  be  no  more.

The  days  of  our  j^ears  are  threescore  years  and  ten;  and 
if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be  fourscore  years:  yet  is 
their  strength  labour  and  sorrow;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and 
we  fly  away. 
Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger:  even  according 
to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath. 
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So  t(\'icli  us  to  number  our  days:  that  wc  may  api)ly  our 
hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Return,  O  Lord,  how  long:  and  let  it  repent  thee  con- 
cerning thy  servants. 

O  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy:  that  we  may  rejoice 
and  be  glad  all  our  days. 

Make  us  glad  a(!cording  to  the  days  wherein  thou  hast 
afflicted  us:   and  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen  evil. 

Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants:  and  thy  glory 
unto  their  chiklren.

Scriptures,  and  before  the  reading  let  him  say.  Hear  the  Word  of 
God  as  written  for  our  admonition  and  comfort. 

1  Corinthians  XV.  20-28;  35-58. 
"^OW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first- 
fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man  came 
death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For 
as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  ahve. 
But  every  man  in  his  owti  order:  Christ  the  first-fruits; 
afterwarcl  they  that  are  Christ's  at  his  coming. 

Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up 
the  kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have 
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put  down  all  rul(%  and  all  authority  and  power.  For  he 
must  rei^n,  till  he  liath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The 
liist  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death.  For  he  hath 
put  all  thin2;s  under  liis  fec^t.  Hut  when  he  saith,  All  thin^;s 
are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is  excepted,  which 
did  put  all  things  under  him.  And  when  all  things  shall 
be  subdued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself  be 
subject  unto  him  that  put  all  things  under  him,  that  God 
may  be  all  in  all. 

But  some  man  will  say,  How  are  the  dead  raised  up?  and 
with  w^hat  body  do  they  come?  Thou  fool,  that  which  thou 
sowest  is  not  quickened,  except  it  die.  And  that  which 
thou  sowTst,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall  be,  but 
bare  gi'ain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain: 
but  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to 
every  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh: 
but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts, 
another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There  are  also 
celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial :  but  the  glory  of  the 
celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another. 
There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the 
moon,  and  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one  star  difTereth 
from  another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is  raised  in  incorrup- 
tion :  it  is  sown  in  dishonour,  it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  sow^n 
in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  powder:  it  is  sow^n  a  natural  body, 
it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is  wTitten,  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul;  the  last  Adam  w^as  made  a 
quickening  spirit.  Howbeit  that  was  not  first  w^hich  is 
spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural;  and  afterward  that 
which  is  spiritual.  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy; 
the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from,  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy;  and  as  is  the  heavenly, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  w^e  shall  also  bear  the  image 
of  the  heavenly.  Now^  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God;  neither  doth 
corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mys- 
tery; We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 
in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump: 
for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised 
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incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this  corrupt- 
ible must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immor- 
tality, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  writ- 
ten. Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is 
thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory?  The  sting  of 
death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks 
be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  stead- 
fast, unmovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in 
the  Lord.

T  ET  not  your  heart  be  troubled:  ye  believe  in  God,  be- 
lieve  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are  many  man- 
sions; if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to 
prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place 
for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself;

If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments.  And  I  will

Yet  a  httle  while, 
and  the  world  seeth  me  no  more;  but  ye  see  me;  because 
I  Hve,  ye  shall  hve  also.  At  that  day  ye  shall  know  that 
I  am  in  my  Father,  and  ye  in  me,  and  I  in  you. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you,  being  yet  present 
with  you.  But  the  Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost, 
whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  you 
all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  remembrance,  what- 
soever I  have  said  unto  you.  Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my 
peace  I  give  unto  you:  not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I 
unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be 
afraid. 
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WOULD  not  have  you  to  ho  i^inornnt,  i)ivthron,  con- 
cerning them  which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even 
as  others  which  have  no  hope.  For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus 
dieil  and  rose  again,  even  so  them  also  which  sleep  in 
Jesus  will  (lod  bring  with  him.  For  this  we  say  unto 
you  by  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we  which  are  aUve 
and  remain  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord  shall  not  prevent 
them  which  are  asleep.  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel, 
and  with  the  trump  of  God;  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall 
rise  first;  then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be 
caught  up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the 
Lord  in  the  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 
Wherefore  comfort  one  another  with  these  words. 

But  of  the  times  and  the  seasons,  brethren,  ye  have  no 
need  that  I  WTite  unto  you.  For  yourselves  know  perfectly, 
that  the  day  of  the  Lord  so  cometh  as  a  thief  in  the  night. 
For  when  they  shall  say,  Peace  and  safety;  then  sudden 
destruction  cometh  upon  them,  as  travail  upon  a  woman 
with  child;  and  they  shall  not  escape.  But  ye,  brethren, 
are  not  in  darkness,  that  that  day  should  overtake  you  as  a 
thief.  Ye  are  all  the  children  of  light,  and  the  children  of 
the  day:  we  are  not  of  the  night,  nor  of  darkness.  There- 
fore let  us  not  sleep,  as  do  others;  but  let  us  watch  and  be 
sober.  For  they  that  sleep,  sleep  in  the  night;  and  they 
that  be  drunken  are  drunken  in  the  night.  But  let  us,  who 
are  of  the  day,  be  sober,  putting  on  the  breastplate  of  faith 
and  love;  and  for  an  helmet,  the  hope  of  salvation.  For 
God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wTath,  but  to  obtain  salva- 
tion by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  died  for  us,  that,  whether 
we  wake  or  sleep,  wx  should  live  together  with  him.  Where- 
fore comfort  yourselves  together,  and  edify  one  another, 
even  as  also  ye  do.

A  ND  I  saw^  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth:  for  the  first 
heaven  and  the  first   earth  w^ere   passed  away;    and 
there  was  no  more  sea.

And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved  shall 
walk  in  the  Hght  of  it :  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring 
t]].  ii'  glory  and  honour  into  it.  And  the  gates  of  it  shall 
not  be  shut  at  all  by  day:  for  there  shall  be  no  night  there. 
And  they  shall  bring  the  glory  and  honour  of  the  nations 
into  it.  And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  anything 
that  defileth,  neither  whatsoever  w^orketh  abomination,  or 
maketh  a  he;  but  they  which  are  wTitten  in  the  Lamb's 
book  of  life. 

And  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of  life,  clear  as 
crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the 
Lamb.  In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on  either  side 
of  the  river,  w^as  there  the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve 
manner  of  fruits,  and  yielded  her  fruit  every  month:  and  ' 
the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations. 
And  there  shall  be  no  more  curse:  but  the  throne  of  God 
and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it;  and  his  servants  shall  serve 
him :  And  they  shall  see  his  face ;  and  his  name  shall  be  in 
their  foreheads.  And  there  shall  be  no  night  there;  and 
they  need  no  candle,  neither  light  of  the  sun;  for  the  Lord 
God  giveth  them  hght:  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever.  And  he  said  unto  me,  These  sayings  are  faithful  and 
true:  and  the  Lord  God  of  the  holy  prophets  sent  his  angel 
to  shew  unto  his  servants  the  things  which  must  shortly 
be  done. 

Behold,  I  come  quickly:  blessed  is  he  that  keepeth  the 
sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book.

2  But  his  delight  is  in  the  law  of  the  Lord:  and  in  his  j 
law  doth  he  meditate  day  and  night. 

3  And  he  shall  be  Hke  a  tree  planted  by  the  rivers  of 
water,  that  bringeth  forth  his  fruit  in  his  season:  his  leaf 
also  shall  not  wither;  and  whatsoever  he  doeth  shall  pros- 
per. 

4  The  ungodly  are  not  so:  but  are  Uke  the  chaff  which 
the  wind  driveth  away. 

5  Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the  judg- 
ment:  nor  sinners  in  the  congregation  of  the  righteous. 

6  For  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of  the  righteous:  but 
the  way  of  the  ungodly  shall  perish. 

Psalm  18  :  25-35. 

7  ^yITH  the  merciful  thou  wilt  show  thyself  merciful: 
with  an  upright  man  thou  ^dlt  show  thyself  upright; 

8  With  the  pure  thou  ^ilt  show  thj'self  pure:  and  with 
the  fro  ward  thou  wilt  show  thyself  fro  ward. 

9  For  thou  wilt  save  the  afflicted  people :  but  wilt  bring 
down  high  looks. 

10  For  thou  wilt  light  my  candle:  the  Lord  my  God  wall 
enhghten  my  darkness. 

11  For  by  thee  I  have  run  through  a  troop:  and  by  my 
God  have  I  leaped  over  a  wall. 

12  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect:  the  word  of  the  Lord 
is  tried;  he  is  a  buckler  to  all  those  that  trust  in  him. 

13  For  who  is  God  save  the  Lord:  or  who  is  a  rock  save 
our  God? 

14  It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength :  and  maketh 
my  way  perfect. 

15  He  maketh  my  feet  Hke  hinds'  feet:  and  setteth  me 
upon  my  high  places. 

56    ^ 
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16  \\v  tcviclu'tli  my  luiiuls  to  war:  so  that  a  bow  of  steel 
is  broken  by  iniiu^  arms. 

17  Tliou  luu^t  also  jiiM'ii  n\v  {he  shield  of  thy  salvation: 
and  thy  ri^ht  hand  hath  holden  me  up,  and  thy  gentleness 
hatli  made  me  great.

Psalm   19. 

1  THE  heavens  deelare  the  glory  of  God:  and  the 
firmament  showeth  his  handy  work. 

2  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech:  and  night  unto  night 
showeth  knowledge. 

3  There  is  no  speech  nor  language:  where  their  voice 
is  not  hciird. 

4  Their  Une  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth,  and  their 
words  to  the  end  of  the  world:  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tab- 
ernacle for  the  sun. 

5  Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his  chamber: 
and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race. 

6  His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven,  and 
his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it:  and  there  is  nothing  hid 
from  the  heat  thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the  soul: 
the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  sim- 
ple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the 
heart:  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  enlighten- 
ing the  eyes. 

9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring  for  ever:  the 
judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  altogether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than 
much  fine  gold:  sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the  honey- 
comb. 

11  Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned:  and  in 
keeping  of  them  there  is  gi'cat  reward. 

12  Who  can  understand  liis  errors:  cleanse  thou  me 
from  secret  faults. 

13  Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins; 
let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me:  then  shall  I  be  up- 
right, and  I  shall  be  innocent  from  the  great  transgression. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of 
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my  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight:  O  Lord,  my  strength, 
and  my  redeemer.

7  Some  trust  in  chariots,  and  some  in  horses:  but  we 
will  remember  the  name  of  the  Lord  our  God. 

8  They  are  brought  down  and  fallen :  but  we  are  risen, 
and  stand  upright. 

9  Save,  Lord:   let  the  king  hear  us  when  we  6all. 

Psalm  23. 

10  THE  Lord  is  my  shepherd :   I  shall  not  want. 

11  He  maketh  me  to  he  down  in  green  pastures:  he 
leadeth  me  beside  the  still  waters. 

12  He  restoreth  my  soul:  he  leadeth  me  in  the  paths  of 
righteousness  for  his  name's  sake. 

13  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow 
of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art  with  me;  thy  rod 
and  thy  staff  they  comfort  me. 

14  Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the  presence  of 
mine  enemies:  thou  anointest  my  head  with  oil;  my  cup 
runneth  over. 

15  Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the 
days  of  my  fife:  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord 
for  ever.

10  All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and  truth:  unto 
such  as  keep  his  covenant  and  his  testimonies. 

11  For  thy  name's  sake,  O  Lord:  pardon  mine  iniquity; 
for  it  is  great. 

12  What  man  is  he  that  feareth  the  Lord:   him  shall  he 
teach  in  the  way  that  he  shall  choose. 

13  His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease:  and  his  seed  shall  inherit 
the  earth. 

14  The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  with  them  that  fear  him: 
and  he  will  show  them  his  covenant. 

15  Mine  eyes  are  ever  toward  the  Lord:    for  he  shall 
phick  my  feet  out  of  the  net. 

16  Turn  thee  unto  me,  and. have  mercy  upon  me:   for  I 
am  desolate  and  afflicted. 

17  The  troubles  of  my  heart  are  enlarged:  O  bring  thou 
me  out  of  my  distresses. 

18  Look  upon  mine  affliction  and  my  pain:   and  forgive 
all  my  sins. 

19  Consider  mine  enemies,  for  they  are  many:  and  they 
hate  me  with  cruel  hatred. 

20  O  keep  my  soul,  and  dehver  me:    let  me  not  be 
ashamed;   for  I  put  my  trust  in  thee. 
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21  Let  integrity  and  uprightness  preserve  me :  for  I  wait 
on  thee. 

22  Redeem  Israel,  O  God :  out  of  all  his  troubles.

1  THE  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation;  whom  shall 
I  fear:  the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  hfe;  of  whom  shall 
I  be  afraid? 

2  When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and  my  foes, 
came  upon  me  to  eat  up  my  flesh :  they  stumbled  and  fell. 

3  Though  a  host  should  encamp  against  me,  my  heart 
shall  not  fear:  though  war  should  rise  against  me,  in  this 
will  I  be  confident. 

4  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord,  that  wall  I  seek 
after:  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the 
da3^s  of  my  Hfe,  to  behold  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to 
inquire  in  his,  temple. 

5  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide  me  in  his 
pavihon:  in  the  secret  of  his  tabernacle  shall  he  hide  me; 
he  shall  set  me  up  upon  a  rock. 

6  And  now  shall  mine  head  be  lifted  up  above  mine 
enemies  round  about  me:  therefore  will  I  offer  in  his  tab- 
ernacle sacrifices  of  joy;  I  will  sing,  yea,  I  will  sing  praises 
unto  the  Lord. 

7  Hear,  O  Lord,  when  I  cry  with  my  voice:  have  mercy 
also  upon  me,  and  answer  me. 

8  When  thou  saidst.  Seek  ye  my  face:  my  heart  said 
unto  thee,  Thy  face.  Lord,  will  I  seek. 

9  Hide  not  thy  face  far  from  me;  put  not  thy  servant 
away  in  anger:  thou  hast  been  my  help;  leave  me  not, 
neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation. 

10  When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake  me:  then 
the  Lord  will  take  me  up. 

11  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord:  and  lead  me  in  a  plain 
path,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

12  Dehver  me  not  over  unto  the  will  of  mine  enemies: 
for  false  witnesses  are  risen  up  against  me,  and  such  as 
breathe  out  cruelty. 

13  I  had  fainted:  unless  I  had  beUeved  to  see  the  good- 
ness of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the  Hving.

10  Blessed  he  the  Lord:  for  he  hath  show^ed  me  his 
marvellous  kindness  in  a  strong  city. 

1 1  For  I  said  in  my  haste,  I  am  cut  off  from  hefore  thine 
eyes:  nevertheless  thou  heardest  the  voice  of  my  supplica- 
tions when  I  cried  unto  thee. 

12  O  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints:  for  the  Lord  pre- 
serveth  the  faithful,  and  plentifully  rewardeth  the  proud 
doer. 

13  Be  of  good  courage,  and  he  shall  strengthen  your 
lleart:   all  ye  that  hope  in  the  Lord. 

Psalm  28  :  G-9. 

14  BLESSED  he  the  Lord:  hecause  ho  hath  heard  the 
voice  of  my  supplications. 

15  The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  my  shield;    my  heart 
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trusted  in  him,  and  I  am  helped:  therefore  my  heart  greatly 
rejoiceth;   and  with  my  song  will  I  praise  him. 

16  The  Lord  is  their  strength:    and  he  is  the  saving 
strength  of  his  anointed. 

17  Save  thy  people,  and  bless  thine  inheritance:    feed 
them  also,  and  hft  them  up  for  ever.

3  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord :  let  all  the  inhabitants 
of  the  world  stand  in  awe  of  him.

5  The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  the  heathen  to 
nought :  he  maketh  the  devices  of  the  people  of  none  effect. 

6  The   counsel  of  the   Lord   standeth  for  ever:    the 
thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all  generations. 

7  Blessed  is  the  nation  whose  God  is  the  Lord :  and  the 
people  whom  he  hath  chosen  for  his  own  inheritance. 

8  The  Lord  looketh  from  heaven :  he  beholdeth  all  the 
sons  of  men. 

9  From  the  place  of  his  habitation :  he  looketh  upon  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth. 

10  He  fashioneth  their  hearts  aUke:    he  considereth  all 
their  works. 

11  There  is  no  king  saved  by  the  multitude  of  a  host: 
a  mighty  man  is  not  delivered  by  much  strength. 

12  A  horse  is  a  vain  thing  for  safety:    neither  shall  he 
deUver  any  by  his  great  strength. 

13  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that  fear 
him:  upon  them  that  hope  in  his  mercy; 

14  To  dehver  their  soul  from  death:   and  to  keep  them 
alive  in  famine. 

15  Our  soul  waiteth  for  the  Lord:  he  is  our  help  and  our 
shield. 

16  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him:   because  we  have 
trusted  in  his  holy  name.

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17  Let  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  he  upon  us:  iiccordin^  ;ls  wc 
hope  in  thee. 

SELEC  TION  8. 

Psalm  44  :  1-8. 

1  WE  have  heard  with  our  ears,  O  God,  our  fathers 
have  toki  us:  what  work  thou  didst  in  their  days,  in  the 
times  of  old. 

2  How  thou  didst  drive  out  the  heathen  with  thy  hand, 
and  plante<ist  them:  how  thou  did.^t  afflict  the  people,  and 
cast  them  out. 

3  For  they  got  not  the  land  in  possession  by  their  own 
sword,  neither  did  their  own  arm  save  them:  hut  thy  right 
hand,  and  thine  arm,  and  the  light  of  thy  countenance, 
because  thou  hadst  a  favour  unto  them. 

4  Thou  art  my  King,  O  God:  com.mand  deliverances 
for  Jacob. 

5  Through  thee  will  we  push  down  our  enemies: 
through  thy  name  will  we  tread  them  under  that  rise  up 
against  us. 

6  For  I  will  not  trust  in  my  bow:  neither  shall  my 
sword  save  me. 

7  But  thou  hast  saved  us  from  our  enemies:  and  ha«t 
put  them  to  shame  that  hated  us. 

8  In  God  we  boast  all  the  day  long:  and  praise  thy 
name  for  ever. 

Psalm  46. 

9  GOD  is  our  refuge  and  strength:  a  very  present  help 
in  trouble. 

10  Therefore  will  not  we  fear,  though  the  earth  be 
removed:  and  though  the  mountains  be  carried  into  the 
midst  of  the  sea; 

11  Though  the  waters  thereof  roar  and  be  troubled: 
though  the  mountains  shake  with  the  swelling  thereof. 

12  There  is  a  river,  the  streams  whereof  shall  make  glad 
the  city  of  God:  the  holj'  place  of  the  tabernacles  of  the 
Most  High. 

13  God  is  in  the  midst  of  her;  she  shall  not  be  moved: 
God  shall  help  her,  and  that  right  early. 

14  The  heathen  raged,  the  kingdoms  were  moved:  he 
uttered  his  voice,  the  earth  melted. 
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15  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us:  the  God  of  Jacob  is 
our  refuge. 

16  Come,  behold  the  works  of  the  Lord:  what  desola- 
tions he  hath  made  in  the  earth. 

17  He  maketh  wars  to  cease  unto  the  end  of  the  earth, 
he  breaketh  the  bow,  and  cutteth  the  spear  in  sunder;  he 
burnetii  the  chariot  in  the  fire. 

18  Be  still,  and  know  that  I  am  God:  I  will  be  exalted 
among  the  heathen,  I  will  be  exalted  in  the  earth. 

19  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us:  the  God  of  Jacob  is 
our  refuge. 

SELECTION  9. 

Psalm  93. 

1  THE  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty; 
the  Lord  is  clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath 
girded  himself:  the  world  also  is  stabhshed,  that  it  cannot 
be  moved. 

2  Thy  throne  is  estabhshed  of  old :  thou  art  from  ever- 
lasting. 

3  The  floods  have  lifted  up,  0  Lord,  the  floods  have 
Ufted  up  their  voice:   the  floods  hft  up  their  waves. 

4  The  Lord  on  high  is  mightier  than  the  noise  of  many 
waters:    yea,  than  the  mighty  waves  of  the  sea. 

5  Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure:  holiness  becometh 
thine  house,  O  Lord,  for  ever. 

Psalm  107  :  23-31. 

6  THEY  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships:  that  do 
business  in  great  waters; 

7  These  see  the  works  of  the  Lord :  and  his  wonders  in 
the  deep. 

8  For  he  commandeth,  and  raiseth  the  stormy  wind: 
which  Ufteth  up  the  waves  thereof. 

9  They  mount  up  to  the  heaven,  they  go  down  again 
to  the  depths:    their  soul  is  melted  because  of  trouble. 

10  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  a  drunken 
man:  and  are  at  their  wit's  end. 

11  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their  trouble:  and 
he  bringeth  them  out  of  their  distresses. 

12  He  maketh  the  storm  a  calm:  so  that  the  waves 
thereof  are  still. 
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13  Then  iirc  th(\v  p^lad   l)oc;uis('  they  he  (juict:    so  he 
brin^cth  thcfii  unto  their  (h'sired  hiiven. 

14  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his  jz;oo(lness: 
and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men! 


SELECTION  10. 

Psalm   121. 

1  I  WILL  lift  up  mine  eyes  unto  the  hills:  from  whence 
Cometh  m}'  help. 

2  My  help  cometh  from  the  Lord:  which  made  heaven 
and  earth. 

3  He  will  not  suffer  thy  foot  to  be  moved :  he  that  keep- 
eth  thee  will  not  slunil>er. 

4  Behold,  he  that  keepeth  Israel:  shall  neither  slumber 
nor  sleep. 

5  The  Lord  is  thy  keeper:   the  Lord  is  thy  shade  upon 
thy  right  hand. 

6  The  sun  shall  not  smite  thee  by  day:   nor  the  moon 
by  night. 

7  The  Lord  shall  preserve  thee  from  all  evil:   he  shall 
preserve  thy  soul. 

8  The  Lord  shall  preserve  thy  going  out  and  thy  com- 
ing in:   from  this  time  forth,  and  even  for  evermore. 

Psalm   124. 

9  IF  it  had  not  been  the  Lord  who  was  on  our  side: 
now  may  Israel  say; 

10  If  it  had  not  been  the  Lord  who  was  on  our  side: 
when  men  rose  up  against  us: 

11  Then  they  had  swallowed  us  up  quick:    when  their 
wrath  was  kindled  against  us. 

12  Then  the  waters  had   overwhelmed  us:    the  stream 
had  gone  over  our  soul: 

13  Then  the  proud  waters:   had  gone  over  our  soul. 

14  Blessed  be  the  Lord:    who  hath  not  given  us  as  a 
prey  to  their  teeth. 

15  Our  soul  is  escaped  as  a  bird  out  of  the  snare  of  the 
fowlers:  the  snare  is  l)roken,  and  we  are  escaped. 

16  Our  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Lord:    who  made 
heaven  and  earth. 
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SELECTION  11. 

Psalm  139  :  1-12,   14-18. 

1  O  LORD :  thou  hast  searched  me,  and  known  me. 

2  Thou  knowest  my  dowTisitting  and  mine  uprising: 
thou  understandest  my  thought  afar  off. 

3  Thou  compassest  my  path  and  my  l^dng  do\\Ti:   and 
art  acquainted  with  all  my  ways. 

4  For  there  is  not  a  word  in  my  tongue:    but,  lo,  O 
Lord,  thou  knowest  it  altogether. 

5  Thou  hast  beset  me  behind  and  before:    and  laid 
thine  hand  upon  me. 

6  Such  knowledge  is  too  wonderful  for  me:   it  is  high, 
I  cannot  attain  unto  it. 

7  Whither  shall  I  go  from  thy  Spirit :   or  whither  shall 
I  flee  from  thy  presence? 

8  If  I  ascend  up  into  heaven,  thou  art  there :  if  I  make 
my  bed  in  hell,  behold,  thou  art  there. 

9  If  I  take  the  wings  of  the  m.orning:  and  dwell  in  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  sea; 

10  Even  there  shall  thy  hand  lead  me:  and  thy  right 
hand  shall  hold  me. 

11  If  I  say,  Surely  the  darkness  shall  cover  me:  even 
the  night  shall  be  light  about  me. 

12  Yea,  the  darkness  hideth  not  from  thee;  but  the 
night  shineth  as  the  day:  the  darkness  and  the  light  are 
both  aHke  to  thee. 

13  I  will  praise  thee;  for  I  am  fearfuUy  and  wonder- 
fully made:  marvellous  are  thy  works;  and  that  my  soul 
knoweth  right  well. 

14  My  substance  was  not  hid  from  thee,  when  I  was 
made  in  secret :  and  curiously  \\Tought  in  the  lowest  parts 
of  the  earth. 

15  Thine  eyes  did  see  my  substance,  yet  being  unper- 
fect:  and  in  thy  book  all  my  members  were  \vTitten,  which 
in  continuance  were  fashioned,  when  as  yet  there  was  none 
of  them.
